Few Governors Impeached. 


Not often lias the chief executive* of 
a sovereign state of the Union been im 
peached. 
In fact, only seven governors 
of states have lw*en impeached since 
the adoption of flu* federal constitution, 
according to the* information assembled 
by Itoger Foster in his “ (Commentaries 
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CiOVEHNOR WILLIAM 8ULZKK.

Of the seven oniv two were 
found guilty and removed D avid But 
Jer of Nebraska and W illiam H, Holden 
of North Carolina. 
The latter was re

days. 
A third governor resigned 
011 the 
understanding that the charges against 
him would i>e dropped. 
The term of a 
fourth expired before his trial was com 
pleted. and further proceedings were 
abandoned. 
The others were acquitted 
or the impeachment proceedings were 
abandoned before a vote was taken. 
The states represented in the list are 
Florida. Mississippi, Arkansas, Louis 
tana, Nebraska, North Carolina and 
Kansas. 
The first American governor to tie 
accused in any proceeding analogous to 
the present day impeachment was Gov 
eruor Seth Sot hell of the colony of 
North Carolina, who was suspended by 
the proprietors of the colon» in a let 
ter dated I »ec. 2, I08P, on charges made 
by the inhabitants of the county of A1 
beruarle and approved by the assern 
bly. 
One charge was that he had seix 
ed and imprisoned two persons coming 
into the county from Barbados with 
proper credentials on the pretense that 
they were pirates. 
One of them died 
iu prison, and th«* governor took hi 
property and converted it to his own 
use. 
Other charges of withdrawing 
for a money consideration accusations 
against persons charged with felony 
and treason and of unlawfully seizing 
land and cattle also were made against 
him. 
Kansas Governor First. 


The first impeachment of a governor 
of an American state was that of 
Charles Robinson, governor of Kansas.

Harrison Reed on charges of falsehood 
and lying iu official matters, of incoin- 
i potency, of unlawfully declaring va­ 
cant many seats in the legislature, <»f 
j embezzlement from the state treasury 
and of corruption and bribery iri his 
appointments. 
This formidable -erics of 
c h a rg e s 
was presented for trial to eight sena­ 
tors, there being su many vacancies 
that eight was a majority. 
The im 
peachmeut hud automatically suspend 
ed Reed from office until the conclu­ 
sion of the trial. 
Lieutenant (¡overnor 
W illiam H Gleason issued a proclama­ 
tion announcing that in* hud taken pos 
session of the office of governor, and 
the assembly adjourned to the first of 
the following January. 
When the sen 
ate refused to take the same adjourn­ 
ment Gleason adjourned it himself to 
the same day. 
(»overnor Reed meanwhile refused to 
surrender his office and asked the state 
supreme court to pass on the legality 
of the proceedings. 
The court upheld 
Reed’s position and removed the lieu 
tenant governor from office on the 
ground of ineligibility. 
«The United 
States supreme court then upset the 
removal of Gleason as lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, and with tin* incoming of the 
newly elected legislators on tin* 1st Ot 
Jan u ary both houses, with vacancies 
tilled, recognized Governor Reed, and

One of the most interesting impeach­ 
ment cases historically was that of 
Governor William W. Holden of North

Proceedings Dropped. 


Before the trial was concluded the 
governor’s term of office had expired, 
and the senate asked the advice of the 
chief justic«- regardiug continuing the 
trial.

Chief Justice Ludei 
ing said in ids opinion, and the senate 
agreed with him and dropped the pro- 
j feedings. 
In 1876 Adelbert Ames, governor of 
Mississippi, was impeached an<1 trie«l 
by tin* state senate, but resigned be­ 
fore a verdict was rendered. 
Ames, a

governor of a

state in tin* days of reconstruction, was 
charge«! with a long list of offenses, 
including th«* defrauding of the state 
of $33.750 by giving contracts for pris­ 
on labor to |»ersonnl friends without 
public letting, conspiring to sland«*r a 
political opponent, unlawful removal 
of various officers and the unlawful re 
tention in office <»f «»thers. 
He also 
was charged with inciting race riots 
by inflammatory speeches and granting 
a pardon to a felon upon the payment 
of $3,000 to u third person.

Both Sulzer and Glynn Are 


Sitting Tight. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 16.— Last night 
M artin 11 G lynn sent to W illiam Sul- 
zer a letter In 
which 
he flatly re­ 
fused to refer to the courts the ques­ 
tion of who Is th«» rightful governor of 
the state of New York. 
He said: 
“ I shall perform every function of the 
office of governor except insofar as I 
j am restrained by your illegal actions 
or in physical force.” 
He also says that “ It is beyond mv 
power to barter aw ay any of the func­ 
tions attaching to the office in which 
I am placed by your im peachm ent.’ 
He contends that the court of »appeals, 
to which Mr. Stilzer wants the issue 
submitted, has no right to interfere in 
im peachm ent proceedings. 
Mr. G lyn n ’s letter answ ers the ques­ 
tion which everybody in Albany has 
been asking, what he was going to <io 
about Mr. Su lze r’s proposal that the 
law yers for both sides get together 
and arrange a test case to be laid be­ 
fore extraordinary sessions of the ap­ 
pellate division of the suprem e court 
an«i the court of appeals.
